ſhould reject the Miniſters of Chriſt. 
Their unmerited Condemnation is our 
Convincing Juſtification. 

But that which adminiſters juſt cauſe 
of Sorrow; is to behold Proteſtant Mi- 
niſters uncharitably Arraigning one a- 
nother. Some unthinking Diſſenters

ignorantly condemn a/ that are ordain. 
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Scripture Ordination, &c. 
ed by Biſhops as no Miniſters of Chriſt, 
not conſidering that thereby they nul- 
lifie their own Baptiſm, which moſt of 
them received from Epiſcopal Mini- 
ſters; if. they are but meer Lay-men, 
their Baptiſm is no Baptiſm, and ought 
to be repeated in the Judgment of ma- 
ny. This Principle naturally leads to 
Anabaptiſm. ; 

On the other hand, ſome Dignitaries 
of the Church of England condemn all 
that are not Ordiined by Biſhops as no 
Miniſters, and fo they Anathematize all 
the Reformed Churches that have no 
Biſhops ; they affirm their Miniſtry and 
Sacraments to be meer Nullities, and 
that there is no Salvation to be had in 
their Communion ; and thereforethat 
it is ſafer to continue in the Roman 
Church: as if the empty Name of a 
Biſhop were more neceſſary to Salvati- 
on, than an Intereſt in the great Biſhop 
of our Souls, the Lord Jeſus; and an 
Idolatrous Heretical Church under the 


Conduct of Antichriſtian Biſhops, were 


preferrable to an Evangelical Orthodox 
Church without them. But theſe ſe- 
vere Judges that paſs a damnatory Sen- 
tence upon the greateſt, if not the beſt 

3 3 part 
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rt of the Reformed Churches are 

r deſerted by all ſober and mo- 
derate Church men. 

Others of that Communion own Or- 
dination by Presbyters without Biſhops 
to be valid, but they look upon them 
as Schiſmatical, where Biſhops may be 
had. We have no Controverſie with 
theſe about the validity of Ordination 
by Presbyters, but about the Charge 
of Schiſm, which we concewe falls 
upon the Impoters of unſeriptural Con- 
ditions of Ordination. 

Others allow Ordinations by Presby- 
ters in the Foreign Churches,who have 
no Biſhops; but they Cenſure ſuch Or- 
dinations for Nullities, where Biſhops 
may be had, as in England. Our pre- 
ſent Controverſie is with theſe. For the 
ſtating of the Point in difference, we'll 
conſider, r.

By Ordination, I mean the ſetting of 
Perſons apart hy Impoſition of Hands 
for the Sacred Office of the Miniſtry. 

By Presbyters, I underſtand Goſpel 
Miniſters, who are called to the Over, 
ſight of Souls, and to whom the Keys of 
the Kingdom of Heaven are committed. 

By Dzoceſan Biſbops, I intend that Spe- 
cies of Church Officers which claim to 
themſelves a Superior Power of Order 
and Juriſdict ion above Presbyters, and 
to be the ſole Paſtors of ſeveral hundreds 
of Congregations, having Pariſh Prieſts 
under them who have no Poweg of Dif- 
cipline in the Church. | 

By valid, I mean not what the Old 


Canons make fo, but what the Scrip- 


tures determine to be ſo. Thoſe Sacred 
Oracles which are of Divine Inſpirati- 
on, and not Arbitrary Canons of weak

Ihe Weſtern Churches 
alfo derive the Succeſſion from the ſame 
Spring. Thus we have the moſt conſide- 
rable Sects of Chriſtians in the World; 
deriving their Claim from one and the 
ſame Apoſtle. All would be reputed the 
Off- ſpring of the Chief Apoſtle, and 
glory in their Relation to him. It ſeems 
Paul, the Great Apoſtle of the Gen- 
tiles, who laboured more abundantly 
than all the reſt, either left no Succeſ- 
ſor behind him, or no body knows what 
is become of him?

Peter the Apoſtle of the Circumciſi-
